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brought out. The chairman noted that Com- 
mission no longer tells the boards what 
particular items of their budgets will have 
to be eliminated in order to bring their 
asking down to what seems possible to 
raise as a total budget. 

The executive secretary made this state- 
ment in that connection: 

“The only thing that is Commission’s 
responsibility is to get what seems to be a 
reasonable budget to present as a total Con- 
ference budget, and all they do is recom- 
mend it. They don’t make it. Conference 
makes it.” 

The chairman added, “Commission regu- 
lates the budget to the point of the amount 
of income that the board can expect from 
Our World Mission budget. Now the ques- 
tion is whether we regulate to the point of 
saying, “With this amount we give you, you 
do this or this or this and cut out this and 
this and this,’ or whether within this allotted 
amount you plan your program and you 
make your budgetary items line up with 
your expected income accordingly.” 

The secretaries of the boards seemed to 
agree that this procedure gave their boards 
more freedom to carry forward the work 
which, with their more intimate knowledge 
of opportunities, they felt led to undertake. 

The combined meeting of Commission 
and Planning Committee ended at the supper 
hour on Sunday, August 9. Both groups 
held separate meetings in the evening. The 
meeting of the full Coordinating Council 
was scheduled for the following Sunday 
morning at the Salem Church, at which 
time the further deliberations of Commission 
would be discussed with two representatives 
of each board, prior to submission of the 
report to General Conference the next day.

THE WATERFORD CHURCH 


One Hundred Seventy-Five Years 
By Paul S. Burdick* 


Freedom to worship God in the way 
that God's Spirit may lead is the heritage of 
long years of struggle, in which Sabbath- 
keeping Baptists, along with other Baptists, 
have had an honored part. 


Seventh Day Baptists living in Rhode 
Island at Newport and Westerly were friends 
of Roger Williams and assisted in making 
that colony a haven for persecuted minorities 
in the early days of religious intolerance. 


In Connecticut, however, the colonial 
constitution was not friendly to those who 
deviated from established forms of wor- 
ship. So it is not surprising to find that 
in 1675, John Rogers was thrown into jail, 
and twice more in the next two years he, 
his brothers, and their father James, were 
put into New London jail because they 
refused to attend church on Sunday, but 
continued to work on that day, met for 
worship on the seventh day, and baptized 
by immersion. (More fines, imprisonments, 
whippings, and putting into stocks were to 
follow.) They were visited and strengthened 
by visiting brethren from the Seventh Day 
Baptists in Newport. 


This bit of history shows that this group 
was making a stand for religious liberty in 
this colony only twenty years after its found- 
ing by John Winthrop the younger. 


During the hundred years of colonial 
history that followed, a part of these be- 
lievers maintained a rather close association 
with the Sabbathkeepers of Rhode Island. 
Others, forming an independent group, came 
to be known as Rogerenes, after the name 
of their founder. These refused the use of 
medical care by physicians and held many 
opinions akin to the Quakers. 


The group of those who, in 1784, peti- 
tioned the church at Hopkinton to be set 
apart as a Seventh Day Baptist Church, 
include such name as Rogers, Westcote,

‘ing Council met at 9 o'clock and 
ough the day in the Salem Church.

tal agency of the denomination, being 

posed of the Commission and two 
smbers (including the employed secre- 
ies) from each of the major boards. 
is a larger group than the one which

The general purpose of this meeting of 
e Council was to review the action and 

cussion of the previous week with a 
ew to giving the boards through their 
presentatives a full understanding of the 
inking of Commission relative to budg- 
s and other matters. Each board had a 


lance to discuss the changes in the pro- ~ 


sed total OWM budget. The greater 
lock of time, however, was spent on 
irward-looking plans that were not di- 
jctly related to the financial program of 
xe coming year. 

‘Time was spent on the question of the 
pssibility of a change in the Conference 
par. Would it be to the advantage of 
ut whole work to have the denomina- 
onal budget year coincide with the calen- 
at year? The group did not feel that it 


ay 
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was ready without further study to sug- 
gest such a change. The same was true of 
a suggestion looking toward getting all 
boards to use the same fiscal year. 


It was noted that last year we came to 
the end of our Conference year with 
an oversubscribed budget due to strong 
“eleventh-hour” giving. The situation 
was new, and there was no established 
olicy on how the treasurer should dis- 
burse the funds at the beginning of a new 
year. Although it will take a herculean 
effort this year to bring us the same prob- 
lem it was felt that it would be well to 
have a definitely agreed-upon plan for the 
future. Should the additional funds be 
disbursed as a sort of bonus to the par- 
ticipating agencies or should they be dis- 
tributed according to the new percentages 
to take up the possible slack in the first 
month-of the Conference year? The above 
mentioned questions and some others dis- 
cussed were not expected to be acted upon 
at this session of General Conference. To 
be thinking in terms of oversubscribed 
budgets is a hopeful sign. Members of 
the Commission would welcome earnest 
prayer on the part of our people to make 
this possible problem become one that 
would require decision. 


The meeting was not altogether hopeful. 
Almost all boards and agencies had sub- 
mitted budgets for a larger work than 
Commission felt could be supported at 
the anticipated level of giving of our 
people. This meant that some projected 
and much-needed advances in our current 
outreach program at home and abroad 
would have to be curtailed. Other articles 
and the OWM budget as finally adopted 
by Conference will show the thinking of 
the delegates chosen by the local churches.

Missionary Interests at Conference 


Loren G. Osborn, alternate appointed 
to President George V. Crandall, presided 
as missionary interests were presented at 
General Conference Wednesday afternoon, 
August 19. The theme of the presentation 
was “Teamwork in Missions at Home and 
Abroad,” following the general emphasis 
through the year of our Conference 
president. 

The program began with an introduc- 
tion of missionary pastors and home field 
workers. Each gave a brief statement of 
work and plans. Included among these 
was the final report of Field Evangelist 
Loyal F. Hurley who concludes his services 
on September 30. 

Mr. Osborn then called on Pastor Earl 
Cruzan to present an address on ‘The Lay 
Development Plan for Seventh Day Bap- 
tists.’ Of outstanding interest to all 
churches was the proposal that every 
church conduct a “Church Retreat and 
Planning Conference” as soon after Con- 
ference as possible. Such a retreat would 
have as one of its aims the setting up of 
a church program for the coming year.

Conference Offering Good 


It would appear that Seventh Day Bap- 
tists are showing a greater love and loyalty 
for their world-wide mission than previ- 
ously. The OWM offerings in the churches, 
which were designated as Conference offer- 
ings, amounted to about $1,102 received 
and $1,859 reported to the treasurer but 
not yet received on the final day. The 
Sabbath morning offering of the 689 peo- 
ple present at the service was $2,009. 
Individual gifts received amounted to 
$483. The Pre-Con and Young Adult 
Retreats also made contributions the pre- 
vious Sabbath, bringing the total offerings 
to $5,544 — about $1,000 more than last 
year. The goal, however, is still far from 
being reached, and the time remaining is 
short. 


Delegates and Visitors 
At Salem Conference 


Registration of delegates and visitors is 
the week-long task of a local committee. 
In fact, preregistration was being taken 
care of for weeks prior to General Con- 
ference. The committee did an unusually 
good job, we would judge, in getting the 
names of local as well as distant delegates, 
remaining in their room until the very 
last evening. 

The Credentials Committee of Confer- 
ence also labored long in compiling the 
list of delegates and visitors submitted by 
the churches. It was a rather imposing 
list when completed. Representation was 
good and unusually widespread. The rec- 
ords showed 53 churches and 3 mission 
fields represented. The committee noted 
45 ministers and pastors present. The 
number of official delegates was 428, with 
14 of them representing more than one 
church. Visitors registered by churches 
numbered 276, making a total of 684. 
That was very close to the number counted 
in the Sabbath morning audience. 

By way of comparison, this Conference 
was much larger than last year’s, held in 
California. Then the delegates numbered 
about 230 and visitors 197. When the 
meeting place was at Alfred, N. Y., in 
1956, there were 409 delegates and 369 


visitors. At that time 53 pastors and 
ministers registered, with 54 churches 
sending delegates. — Editor.
